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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on June 26, 2009. Claim 5 has 
been cancelled. Claims 2, 3, and 10-22 have been withdrawn previously. 

2. Claims 1, 6-9, and 23 are currently pending and are under examination. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 

3. The rejection of claims 5 and 6 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn based on the amendments to the claims. 

4. The rejection of claim 5 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement is withdrawn based on the cancellation of claim 5. 

5. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 2, 3, and 
10-22 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 2, 3, and 10-22 
have been cancelled.
